Senator Brown Asks for More 
Money 


70 DEEPEN SAVANNAH’S HARBOR, 


4nd Shows Where Insignificant Places Have 
Twice as Mach Appropriation in the 
River and Harbor Bill—Noté,. 


Wasrincton. May 14.—[Special.]—Senator 
Brown this morning offered an amendment to 
the river and harbor billto make the appro- 
priation for Savannah harbor $250,000 instead 
of $90,000, as it stands in the bill which re- 
cently passed the house. In support of this 
amendment the senator made a few remarks 
on the subject in which he said the great Cen- 
tral railroad system has its offices and termi- 
nal at Savannah. It controls over 2,210 miles 
of railxoad and has intimate business relations 
and connections, exchanges business with sev- 
eral thousand additional miles—the Central 
system aud the Savfinnah, Florida and Western 
system, andthe East Tennessee system, in 
connection with the steamship Tines that 
run from. Savannah to New York. 
and Boston, Comprising about 5,000 miles, cen- 
tering at Savannah, pourinto her Jap immense 
sommerce Which is increasing in tonnage with 
great rapidity everyyear. The only thing that 
has prevented enormous growth has been the 
want of asufiicient depth of water to accom- 
modate the seagoing commerce that has been, 
in some measure remedied and every foot of 
additional depth given to the harbor causes 
Jarge commercial increase in the business of 
the city. When the estimate for the last proj- 
ect with the secretary of war for getting twen- 
tyvigit feet depth of water is carried 
out, the commerce of Savan- 
nah will reach annually ‘several 
hundred million dollars. Ile called the sen- 
ate’s attention to the unjust and unréasonable 
discrimination which has been made against 
Savannah in the river and harbor bill. The 
estimate for the completion of the improve- 
ment of Charleston harbor is three million dol- 
lars, of which about one million and a half has 
already been appropriated. Chariesten’s ex- 
ports amount to $17,410,000; imports, $633,000 ; 
a total of $18,045,000 Forthis year for that 
harbor the house bill appropriates $550,000. 
Mobile’s commerce for 1886 is put down at less 
than three millions: The project for a 
twenty-tlirée feet channel is “€ésti- 
mated to cost 2a million and a 
half. The bill appropriates for this year a 
quarter of a million. 

Cumberland Sound’s improvement is esti- 
mated to cost $2,071,023 ; already appropriated, 
$367,500; the amount proposed by this bill for 
this year, $112,500, with a totaljeommerce for 
1886 of $4,660,000. The improvement of Sabine 
Pass, Texas, is estimated to cost . $3,177,606; 
appropriated up to now, $548,750. The amount 
proposed by this bill for this year is @ quarter 
of a million dollars. The latest aitainable 
statistics give the commerce for 1883 to be 
$125,000. The estimated cost of the improve- 
ment of Galveston harbor is $8,478,000, of 
which $1,778,000 has been appropriated. This 
bill appropriates $600,000 for this year for 
the ship channel and entranoe to the port. 
The appropriation for the harbor of Savannaili 
from 1874 to 1881, inclusive, amounted to 
$482,000. In 1881 the engineer estimated that 
to deepen the channel to twetty-two feet 
wouuld cost $730,000. In 1882 $200,000 was 
appropriated; in 1884, $200,000; in 1886, 
$150,000, leaving $180,000 balance for complet- 
ing twenty-two feet of channel. It is now pro- 
posed to divide the $180,000 into two install- 
ments. On account of the failure to pass the 
river and harbor bill at the last session of 
congress, and.on account of the unfinished 
condition, thére has been much filling in, and 
it is very important ‘that a_ safilcient 
amount should be at once appropriated 
to complete the work. A survey 
and estimate of the cost of 
improving the harbor ef Savannah from the 
cross tides above Savannah tothe bar witha 
view of obtaining twenty-eight feet of water in 
the channel has been made. The total cost is 
estimated at $6,660,000. « 

Of course, the execution of this project 
would take a number of years and it would en- 
hance the commerce of Savannah in mach 
greater proportion than has the openingof the 
channel to a depth of twe1ity-two feet, which, 
even in its unfinished condition, has almost 
doubled the business in a few years. The chief 
of engineers estimates that $600,000 of this ap- 
proprintion can be properly expended during 
the current year. Now, in view of 
the liberal amounts appropriated to 
other southern harbors, I ask that $250,000 be 
appropriated to compleve the old praject and 
begin the new in Savannah harbor. The ex- 
ports of Savannah in 1886 were $51,000,060 and 
the imports a little move than that amount, 
making an aggregate of harbor business of over 
one hundred millions. This statement does 
not include receipts and shipments by rail, nor 
the yaine of domestic traftie and local manu- 
factures, but is confined strictly to the volume 
of imports and exports. I do not come before 
the genate to ask favors for the city of Savan- 
nah. Icome to demand, at least the semb- 
lance of justice in her behalf and enter 
& protest against the favoritism and partiality 
of the house bill as it comes before the senate. 
The commerce of Savannah is greater than 
that of Mobile, Sabine Pass, Arkansas Pass 
and Galveston all combined. There is no 
other harbor in the United States where each 
dollar appropriated does more to improve an 
harbor and build up a thrifty commerce than 
the harbor of Savannah. Still, the house biil 
appropriated tothe five harbors mentioned, 
Which, all combined, have less commerce than 
Savannah, $1,312,000 for the current year, 
While Savannah, with a greater commerce 
than all of them combined, is to. have but 
$90,000. There is no justice; there is 
no 8 reason; there is no equality 
in such discrimination. To do the same aveas- 
ure of justite to Savannah that is doe to the 
other cities mentioned, the appropriation 
ought to be five hundred thousand, but-I only 
ask half that only asis given to Mobile; the 
same is given to Sabino Puss, less than half the 
Sum given to Gabveston, one hundred thous- 
and less than to Charleston. It is a well- 
known fact that Savannah does the largest 
business in maval stores o{ any port-on the face 
ofthe earth. It is the most important port on 
the South Atlantic coast and has more ex- 
tensive and complete railroad connec- 
tions than any southern seaport. 
city. Itwill be seen tht whilo Savannah, 
Whose commerce amounts annually to $102,- 
146,714 only gets ninety thousand appropria- 
tion, Mobile, Cumberland Sound, Sabine Pass 
and Galveston receive $1,312,000, or over 
twelve times as muchas Savannah, and while 
their aggregate commerce, according to the 

r’s report, amounts to only $81,660,320, 
Crabout twenty millions less than that of Sa-

Mr. George E. Eager, treasurer of the Amer- 
can Marblecompany, with Messrs. Candler and 
Clements, were among the nwaber who ap- 
peared before the commitiee this evening. 
They argued in fayorof Mr. Chandler’s amend- 
ment torestore the duty on roughmarble. Mr. 
Eager statéd that if the dutyof sixty-five 
cents was taken off Italian marble, his compa- 
ny could not put marble in New York. They 
could stand a reduetion to fifty cents, but with 
rough marble on the free list they would be 
compelled to close up their business. The 
committee were impressed with Mr. Eager’s 
words, and will probably changethe marble 
clause of the bill.

SENATOR BROWN’S AMENDMENT. 
Asking for an Increase of the Appropriation 
for Savannah Harbor. 

WAsHiInGton, Mareh14.—In the senate Mr. 
Stewart. of Nevada, introduced a bill propos- 
ing an anéndment to the constitution of the 
United States,so as to reduce from two-thirds 
to a majority vote in the house overruling 
presidential vetoes. 

Mr. Brown gave notice of an amendment to 
the riverand harbor bill, in reference to the 
channel at Savannah, Ga., to increase the ap- 
propriation from $90,000 to $250,000, and sub- 
mitted a statement on the subject. 

A greater partef the time until 2 o’cleck 
was occupied with businoss local to the dis- 
trict of Columbia. 

At 2 o’clock the animal industry bill was laid 
before'the senate as unfinished business, and 
then the presiding officer (presuinably ander 
an order agreed upon in executiue session last 
Thursday) orde the galleries to be cleared 
and the doors to be closed, and the senate pro- 
ceedéd to the consideration of executive busi- 
ness. The doors were reopened at 5 o’clock, 
when, without resuming legislative business, 
the senate adjourned. 

The senate spent three hours in secret legis- 
lative session today discussing the Riddle- 
Lerger resolution for open consideration of the 
tisberies treaty and-the Hoar resolution for a 
stenographic report of the debate, to be made 
public at the option of the senate. Both were 
defeated by democrats voting solidly against 
them and the republicans dividing according 
to individual preference. Consideration of the 
fisheries treaty was further postponed till next 
Monday.

THE LONG DEBATE. 


A Number of Speeches Made Forand Agains 
the Milis Bill. 

WASHINGTON, May 14.—In the house Mr. 
Mills, of Texas, from the committee on rules, 
reported, and the house adopted without dis- 
eussion or division, the resolution providing 
that the general debate on the tarlff bill shall 
close on Saturday next. 

Under the call of states a number of bills 
were introduced and referred. 

The house then went into committee of the 
whole (Mr. Springer in the chair) on the tariff 
bill. and was addressed by Mr. Hatch, of Mis- 
SoOuUTI, 

Mr. Hatch said he was opposed to the pres- 
ent system of protection, and he regretted that 
the pending bill preserved every single feature 
of that system. The measure was simply a 
proposition of modification and reduction. It 
did not touch the principle invelved in the 
Morrill tariff aet. He wished that there was 
a bill before the house based on the priziciple 
of equality and fairness, broader, deeper than 
was involved in the pending proposition Bvt 
the principles of protection were fastened on 
the country, and all that could be hoped for to- 
day, and all thatthe bill sought to accomplish, 
was a reduction of the amount of taxation col- 
lected by the shee ogee and put into the 
treasury. If the Mills bill was not passed by 
this congress the voice of the people sweeping 
throughout the length and breadth of this 
land would place membership in the 
fifty-first congress that would take 
the protective system, and instead of 
reducing it, as Was now proposed, would bring 
it down to a point where it would do equal and 
exact justice to all interests of the country. 
He believed.that there wasa fair chance of 
the honse passing the moderate and conserva- 
tive measure now pending. He believed that 
when the tind] vote was reached every demo- 
crat would be found in favor of the bill, In 
1800 years the Christian religion had received 
its strongest hope from the erand declaration 
of Paul, when he said: ‘‘Every knee shall bow 
and every tongue shall confess the divinity of 
the Savier’—the fundameutal truth of the 
Christian. religion. As a democrat, believing 
in the power of democratic principles to re- 
lieve the people from oppression, he re- 
joiced today with &xceedingly great joy that 
thg time was coming and coming are 
coming With the bright days of June-when 
every democratic Kuee should and would bow 
to the overwhofnting aiajority of the demo- 
cratic party, and every democrtic tongue would 
confess to revenue reform as the fundamental 
principle of the democratic party. [Applause. ] 

Mr. Sherman, of New York, said thatthe 
merits-of she bill (if merits ithad) anddits de- 
merits (and ite-demerits were Many and’varied) 
were s> Well knéwn that it was not necessary 
for him topoint them-out.. He only wished to 

resent a petition from hundreds of people in 
his district, protesting against the passage of 
this most unwise and uncalled for measure. 

Mr. Cowles, of North Carolina, said thata 
revision of the tariff by reducing duties on im- 
ported goods to a revenue basis would increage 
importations and produce all the revenue 
which the government required, and that the 
odious'interval revenue law should be repealed. 
He was in favor ofa tariff for revendé ouly 
and a revenue by tariff only.

A NOVEL SUGGESTION 


In Regard to Missionaries to 
China 


TO DRESS AND LIVE LIKE NATIVES 


Proceedings of the Southern Baptist Con- 
vention at Richmond—The Southern 
Theological Seminary, Btc. 
oneeneemmmnenntnmmennntineemne al 
Ricrwonp, Va., May 14.—[Spectal.]—Reyv. 
M. B. Wharton, of Alabama, reported.on en- 
largement of mission work. The report recog- 
nizes the fact that from all quarters the cry 
for enlargement is coming up. It favors the 
suggestion of the laménted Yates, that our 
board open a mission in Japan and that this 
may be done, the denomiration are asked for 
one hundred thousand dollars for foreign mis- 

sions in the coming year. 

Dr. Wharton, Mr. Reid, of Virginia, and 
Dixon, of Baltimore, spoke. The last syeaker 
deplored the ‘“‘once-a-month” system of comn- 
tv chure¢hes as calculated to dwarf the ener- 
gies of the churches, he advocating preaching 
in all our churches as a potent means of en- 
larging contributions to missions. He opposes 
pew-renting, and its encomitanis as repressive 
of liberality. It keepsoutof our churches the 
“society people,” because they fearthey may 
gét into Mr. Clodhopper’s pew. So they don’t 
like pew rents; the masses are driven off be- 
cause they don’t want to come into contact 
with the aristocracy. He declares that in the 
country where the preacher goes but once a 
month, most of histhue is taken up with 
preaching funerals. Of course, a pastor can- 
not take collections on frnerals. One man, 
only one, has he known to take a collection for 
a mission at a funeral—Rev.-E. Dodson—but 
now he is dead. 

Mr. Dixon is one of the brainiest men in the 
conyention and always liolds the attention of 
everyone when he speaks. 

Dr, Ellis,of Baltimore, followed in an un- 
reportable speech emphazing women’s work, 
the bringing out of the talent of the children, 
audappealing to the emotional element in 
mankind. He wants to hearof no more dyiug 
men consecrating their money to God. The 
living, he wishes them to consecrate their 
wealth to God. The women of America spend 
five millions vearly for ostrich feathers, and 
sixty-eight millions are hivested in finger 
rings. He thinks the Baptists are “playing at 
missions’’ rather than doing earnest, honest 
work. 

Dr. Jones, of Virginia, replied, favoring the 
pew system, and insisting that the sentiment 
must be reached before money can be obtained 
for missions. 

P. H. Fontain, of Virginia, followed, show- 
ing how scriptural Baptists are in almost 
every dlrection save in the giving of their 
substance, and yet it is mo greater reproach to 
neglect the reading of the Bible of prayer than 
to fail to give money to the great cause of gos- 
pel evangelization. 

Dr. Warder, of Kentucky, urged steady, 
systematic giving rather than to depend on 
spasms, and occasional legacies. 

Dr. Eaton called ‘the previous question, 
which was sustained and the report adopted. 

Rev. C. Durham reported on pagan lands, the 
means, men and conveniences for extending 
the work among the heathen are wholly inade- 
quate. It may be truthfully stated that no 
one of our present stations is fully mauned. 
Africa, Uhina, Sonth America need many 
more men. Let the board forward. Let the 
men and women be senton. The dying Yates 
wept and moaned, saying: “‘So much work to 
be done and I can do none of it.”’ 

‘*Yes,’”’ said Mr. Bryan, who was at his side, 
“God can do it.’’ , 

‘But,’ gasped the dying man, ‘“‘He must 
have men.” 

Dr. Rowland, of Maryland, spoke on the im- 
portance of Africa as mission ground. He 
thinks experience goes to show that the white 
man must be depended on for converting 
Africa. He has proven himseif physically 
able toenterto the unhealthy climate better 
than the colored man. We must not excuse 
ourselves from this work under the plea that 
the negro, when converted in this country, 
must go back and convert his colored brother. 
He has but little confidence in this theory. 

J.B. Turpin, of Virginia, paid a feeling, 
tribute to the devotion of the deceased. 
Yates, Mrs. David and Mgs. Frazier. 

Mr. H. A. Tupper, Jr., of Kentucky, thinks 
China the most important mission field on the 
globe. Her antiquity, her extent, her cmpire, 
is made up of but one race of men, and her 
territory is compact, and her population em- 
braces one-third of the earth’s population. 
The missionary who goes to China to preach 
the Bible has great protection rnd more immu- 
nities than the Chinaman has in Christian 
America. If China were as well supplied 
with preachers as is the United States there 
would be four hundred thousand preachers 
among them. 

Mr. Joyner, a returned missionary, thinks 
our missionaries to China should don their 
costunres, conform to the dict and manner of 
living to the Chinese, build churches after 
their style of architecture, and be all things 
to all men, and thus win their esteem and 
confidence. The speaker was earnest, ad- 
vancing ideas and declaring facts that have 
not been hitherto prescribed to this conyen- 
tion. The Chinaman is amused at the man- 
ners of the foreigners and despises his dress 
and cuisine. He, (Joyner) lauds Dr. McKay, 
who has grandly succeeded in China, by 
adopting Chinese costume, diet, building Chi- 
nese houses and lastly but best ofall, to the 
glory of God—married a Chinese wife. He in- 
sists that this suggested plan is the one Paul 
practiced. 

Dr. Graves, from China, whohas been a nsis- 
sioriary for twenty-five years, spoke, differing 
fromthe last speaker. He has been there a 
long time, and his observations and 
experiences ate just the opposite of 
Mr. Joyner’s. He lost his health 
while eying to subsist on Chinese food and for 
a while assumed the Chinese dress. 1t was a 
failure; also trying to live in a Chinese house 
was out of the question. If one is to accom- 
plish any adequate work for his board, his 
statemehts refute substantially the effect in- 
tended by Mr. Joyner’s speech. He knew of 
but one missionary who had married, not a 
full-blood Chinese, but a half-caste, with the 
object of winning greater influence among 
those heathen, a was atotal failure. The 
man leftthe field and returned to America. 

The special order being the Southern Bap- 
tist Theviogieal seminary, Dr. Boyce called 
Ju Hairison to the chair, and spoke as 
president of the seminary, giving informa- 
tion 4 coneernin ite ptesent financial 
status. Of the $75,000 which was attempted 
to be raised for endowing a professorshiyi and 
gomple ethe buildings, only $30,000 absolutely 
has secured.

WILL ACT INDEPENDENTLY. 


The Negro Episcopalians Will Not Join the 
South Carolina Convention. 
Cuarcrestrox, S.C., May 14.—St. Mark’s 
colored Episcopal church, Charleston, has de- 
termined to maintain an independent position. 
At a recent meeting of the congregation reso- 
lutions were adopted ‘expressing gratification 
that after thirteen years-uf patient effort, the 
constitutional rights of St. Marks had been 
recognized by the diocesean convention in 
admitting Rev. J. H.M. Pollard, its colored 
minister, to membership in the convention 
without question or objection, and in acknowl- 
edging that the conventionghad the right to 
enforce its legislation on any parish notin 
union with theconvention. In view of these 
things the congregation resolved that: 

Inasmuch as the convention is not a church, 
we deem it best to maintain an entirely inde- 
pendent position towards the convention of 
this diocese, claiming and asking no recogni- 
tion from it as a  patish, but 
holding our union in the church 
by our ablegiance only to the 
bishop of the diocese under the canons and 
constitution of the general convention of the 
Protestant Episcopal church in the United 
States, without reference to the diocesan con- 
vention of South Carolina or its laws. __ 

St. Marks referred its action to Bishop 
Howe, asking whether it shall be able to con- 
tinue in this independent position and remain 
as a recognized part of the Episcopal chureh, 
and whetherghe will extend to it his Episcopal 
ministration and administration. 

In reply to the resolution Bishop Howe as- 
sures St. Marks that it can fremain a separate 
and independent congregat‘on, having no 
connection with other congregations, and still 
receive Episcopal services and be a part 
of the diocese. He advises, however, that 
St. Marks unite in convention with other col- 
ored congregations in the diocese as by such 
conventional association it could best pursue 
its missionary work among the colored people. 
Bishop Howe suggests that colored parishes 
meet in October to consider the question of or- 
ganization of a separate convention. St. Marks 
last night determined, however, despite the 
bishop’s suggestions, to maintain its independ- 
ence of the diocesan convention and other col- 
ored congregations, with the reservations that 
if it becomes impracticable to carry on work as 
an independent parish, inrmediate steps will 


be taken to meet the emergency.

A Murder Near Heflin, Ala., Last 
Saturday. 


TWO KEN GET LOST IN THE WOODS 
And Go to a Negro Cabin for Infermation—A 
Few Hot Words Pass Between the 
Parties and Murder Ensues. 


Davisvitus, Ala., May 14%f8pecia).}— 
Pickens Pendergrass, of this jillate, was shot 
and instantly killed by Summer Little, a 
negro, near Heflin, between sundown and dark 
saturday evening. Alfred Newell,-his father- 
in-law, who is implicated in the affair, bas 
been captared and landed in Edwardsville jail. 
Little is sti! at large. About forty armed 
citizens have been scouring the 
country since the murder, Lent 
on lygehiug the murderer. The particulars of 
the affair; as nigh as can be obtained, is as fol- 
lows: 

Saturday Mr. Pendérgrass, the victim, ac- 
companied by his brother-in-law, John Smith, 
and Will Holmes, left here on the afternoon 
train for Heflin, returning afootte avoid some 
high trestles om the railroad. Between here 
aud there they decided te come by a trailway 
throngh the motnitilgs, which is nearer. A 
few miles out” from Heflin, in 
the .mountains, they lost their way 
and wont to. the negro Summer Litile 
cabins for direction. The negroes, it is thought. 
regarded the men as suspicious characters, be- 
ing in an isolated region where it is believed 
that illicit business is going on among the ne- 
groes, and instead of giving the asked for di- 
rections the negroes were insulting to the men. 
This provoked Mr. Pendergrass, and he being 
slightly intoxicated, used some very plain lan- 
guage, after which the men were lost, as they 
were stafted off in the wrong 
diveciion from home towards Edmondville. 
The negroes were very indignant at the lan- 
guage used by Mr. Pendergrass; they armed 
thomiselves, one with a double-barrel shot gun 
and the other with a rifle followed after the 
three mon who were unarmed and overtook 
them about a half-mile from their house, Alf 
Newel], who had the shot-gun, made an at- 
tack on Pendergrass; as he leveled the gun 
Holmes grabbed it. Little, who was in the 
rear of Newell, holding the rifle in 
one hand, reached around and fired 
at Pendergrass, the ball taking effect 
in his neck having struck a small hickory sap- 
ling first carried witha piece of the bark, 
making an ugly woundand killing him in- 
stantly. The negro then bid defiance to Smith 
and Holmes, who were powerless todo any- 
thing. 

The excitement runs high. There is no 
doubt but Little will: be‘mobbed if captured, 
andthe people here are determined to find 
him if possible.

The Steamship Gate City and an Unknown

Gate City, from Boston to Savannah, collid

Reports of a bad odor pervading the sick 
room) are grosg exaggerations. Until his recent 
attack of illness, he sat at the table at mea's 
times with his family, and went about and he 
did not inconvenience any one. The doctor 
said that if the emperor’s strength inproved he 
hoped he could be removed shortly to Pots 
dam. The emperor isin the habit of mind 
common to all chronics who alternates be- 
tween the belief that they will live a couple of 
years, when they a plan for the fu- 
ture, and fear that all will be over 
with them in a few days. Although 
apparently robust, his majesty has not mucls 
respirative power, and this circumstance 
would have rendered fatal the operation pro- 
posed in May of last year.

Echoes from the Macon and Cov- 
ington Railroad. 


Some Court Proceedings— Expensive Little

Macon, Ga., May 14,—[Special.]—Colone 
E. C. Machen arrived in the city this afternoon 
from atrip up the Covington and Macon rail- 
road. Asis usually the case with him, when 
he returns from such trips he always has some- 
thing new to te)] about his line, but this time 
it is of such importance that the public should 
be acquainted with the news too. 

Colonel Machen and Mr. George P. Clark, 
agent of the Southern Express company here,

he first lot of expréss went up today, and 
thus another important feature has been added 
to the line.- At most of the places the ticket 
sellers have been appointed agents also. 

The telegraph poies and wires have been put 
up for some distance, and all of the mat rial 
carried up the line. Gréat stacks of the coiled 
wire are to be Seen at every station, while the 
tall cedar poles have been placed in position 
fur about sixty miles. A number of the em- 
ployes of the road are studying telegraphy, and 
will be ableto handle the key like veterans 
when the instruments are put in. 

Tens of thousands of crossties are to be seen 
along the line, and are being rushed to the frent 
on every train. Track is laid for eighty- 
five miles, and all but a short 
distance has been graded. The Madison peo- 

le talk of nothing but the “C. & M.,” “OC, & 
M.,” “OC. & M.” is their cry. They are trying 
to get the branch line to Eatonton to begin 
from their place, and cla'm that it can be built 
between the places without crossing a stream 
of water. Colonel Machen thinks he will 
build it from ‘‘Machen,” just above Monti- 
cello, across the country to Eatonton, a dis- 
tance of twelve or fifteen miles.

THE CONSTITUTION: ATLANTA. 
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AN IMPORTANT SUT. 


A Case involving interesting Points—A His- 
tory of the Case. 

A very interesting case was on trial in the 
Supertor court before Judge Marshall. J. Clarke 
wi all of last week and was concluded 
y°sterday just after the dinner hour. 
receiving the charge of the eoaat the Hi 
tired, but up tothe hour of adjournment had 
not agreed on @ verdict. It was ordered that 
the Jurors might disperse if they agreed and 
a asealed verdict into court this morn- 

It seems that inthe summer of 1864 there 
Was @ contract made for shipment over the 
different railroads from Charleston, 8. C., to 
Rome or Dalton, of a quantity of iron, intend- 
ed to be laid down on that pact of the Selma*® 
Rome and Dalton railroad, extending from 
Rome to Dalten. Both parties agree that. at 
the beginning, a very low rate, namely, $6.50 
per ton, #1 h from Charleston to Rome, 
was agreed on. But the Georgia railroad con- 
tends that this was understood a tate for the 
suinirer and autumn months only; and that | 
so socn asthe autumn @ ; 
in Dcce nher, notices were given 
was to we raised to $9.18 per ton. The shi 
ments were about hali finished when 
this raising of the rate occurted, but the 
balance ef the iron was carried through at the 


| increased rate, and the 8S. R. & D. railroad re- 


ceived that part of the iron which went to 
Rome, and paid the charges at the increased 
rate, without objection, but declinedto pay on 
the portion that went to Dalton. 

The Georgia railroed further consented that 
the State road authorities, although they knew 
that theowner of the iron (the S. &. & De rail- 
ro2d) was objecting to pay, gaye the Georgi 
railroad no notice of such objection, but, with 
a full knowledge of allthe facts, paid over to 
the Georgia railroad its own proportion, and 
all of the back charges, and never informed the 
Georgia railroad that there was any dispute 
about tt after making such payment, until this 
suit was brought, two years later, in 1873. 
Meantime it appears that some months after 
the shipments were completed, although the 
State road authorities had at first decided that 
there was no overchange, yetthey changed 
their views and settled the overcharge, and, as 
before stated, this suit was brought two years 
afterwaads to recover back from the Georgia 
railroad its proportion of such alleged over- 
charge, which the State road had paid it. The 
original] contract ror the shipments were made 
in 1869, when Colonel E. Hulbert was superin- 
tendent, and Mr. E. W. Walker was master of 
transportation, and Mr. Thomas E. Walker 
general freight agent. 

soth Judge King and 8. K. Johnson, super- 
intendent of the Georgia railroad, and also the 
two Walkers testified that it was a summer, 
or dull season rate, and that the rate was right- 
fully raiséd on the notice given in December, 
1869. 

Mr. Barney, the superintendent of the 
Selma, Rome and Dalton railroad, testified the 
contrary. 

Colonel Printup, of Rome, who was Mr. 
Barney’s attorney, was also a witness, and his 
testimony tended to corroborate that of Bar- 
ney. 

It was, however, after the two Walkers had 
gone out of office, and Mr. Blodgett had be- 
come superintendent of the Western and At- 
lantic railroad and Mr. A. Pope, freight agent, 
that the alleged settlement of overcharges was 
made by the State road with the Selma, Rome 
and Dalton railroad. 

A great many letters, books and documents, 
too numerous to be stated in detail, were also 
introduced by both sides. 

The Georgia road also contended that the 
payment of the fieight by Mr. Barney’s road 
to the State road, and aslo the payments of the 
freights originally by the State road to the 
Georgia road were made witb a full knowledge 
of all the facts, and constituted what is known 
in law as voluntary payments, and thus could 
not be recovered, 

The above are the main points. 

The amount involved of principal and inter- 
est is something over seven thousand dollars. 

It was one of the most closely contested cases 
which have ever been in this court. It has 
been tried twice before. 

On both occasions the state got a verdict, 
and both verdicts were set aside, and new 
trials were granted. eugeed 

Tho first time a new trialwas granted by the 
superior court; the state did not take it up to 
the. supreme seurt. When the second verdict 
was rendered the superior court refused a new 
trial, but on writ of error the supreme court 
reversed the judgment, and granted a new trial 

The trial just had, was in pursuance of that 
reversal, and is the third time the casé has 
been tried. At the first trial Judge Peeples 
presided, and Judge Richard H. Clark heard 
the motion, after Judge Peeples death, and 
granted a new trial. Jndge W. R. Hammond 
presided at the second trial. And this time 
the ease was tried before Judge Marshall J. 

Clarke. 

The state was represented at this hearing by 
Colonel N. T. Hammondand Messrs, Speairs 
and Simmons; Attorney General Anderson 
being present, and assisting part of the time. 


A REHEARING DENIED 


In the Telephone Case—Other Cases Before 
the United States Supreme Court. 
WASHINGTON, May 14-—The supteme court 
today denied the application for a rehearing of 
the telephone case. This application was 
made by the People’s and Overland Telephone 
company, who claim}that Drawbaugh and not 
Bell was the first inventor of the telephone. 
Justice Miller announced the decision of the 
court denying the application for a rehearing. 
He said that the usual procedure is tohold the 
diseussion upon motions for a rehearing to the 
clork, but in view of the importance of the 
telephone cases he wanted to announce court’s 


of Bell’s patent 

a rehearing, and that 

a . settled rule of the 

court not t» grant rehearings unless this were 

done, that application, must be denied. The 
courtroom had been crowded to suffocation in | 

expectation of this decision, but the crowd of 

spectators promptly thinned out. 

Applications for writs of habeas corpus were 
denied in the cases of McCay and others, 
West Virginians, wio were kidnapped in 
Kentucky by Kentuéky deputy sheriffs, 
(known as the McCoy-Hattield-V endettacase) ; 
Coy aud Bernhamer, of Indiana, now servin 
sentence for election tally sheet frauds, an 
Benson, who is awaiting extradition in New 
York for the Patti concert ticket swindle in 
the City of Mexico. 

A writ of habeas corpus was granted to 
musicians convicted in Washington police 
court of conspiracy to destroy the business of 
other musicians by boycotting them. The 
cases are known as the Union Musicians’ bey- 
cotting.cases. Members of the union had de- 
manded trial by jury when the cases came be- 
fore the police court, but this was denied them. 
Under today’s decision the prisoners were dis- 
charged. 

An opinion was also rendered in case num- 
ber 274, Edward Leloup, plaintiff, in error first 
part, of Mobile; in error to the supreme 
court of the state of Alabama. This was an 
action brought against Leloup, who is agent 
of the Western Union Telegraph company, to 
recover a penalty of $25.00 imposed on him 
for refusing to obey 2 municipal ordinance of 
the Mobile police board, providing that a li- 
cense tax of $2.25 per day shall be paid by all 
telegraph companies. The company re- 
sisted the payment of this tax on the 
ground that railroads over which its 
lines ran were public highways by the act of 
July 24, 1866, and that as its lines extends all 
over the union the tax was a. regulation of 
commerce and therefore invalid. Th® su- 
preme court of Alabama gave judgment 
against the telegraph company and from that 
decision an appeal was taken to this court. 
This court says that the question is squarely 

resented which state as a condition of doing 

yusiness within its jurisdiction may exact a 
license tax from the telegraph company, & 
large part of whose business is the transmis- 
sion of messages from one state to another. 
Can a state prohibit such company from doing 
business within its jurisdiction unless it wil 

ay the tax and procure license for the privi- 
egeitasks. Ifitcan, it can exclude such 
companies and prohibit the transmission of 
such business altogether. ‘The court is not 
prepared to say that this. can be 
done. The court says that it has 
decided that communication by 
telegraph »: 2>.nmerce and therefore free from 
the control of state regulations except those of 
a police character. 

n the case of the Western Union against the 
state of Texas, it was decided that the state 
laws are unconstitutional which tax messages 
sent between different states. In the present 
case, itis true the tax is notlaid upon indi- 
vidual messages, but is laid on occupation. 
tax on occupation, however, is really a tax on 
business and the court has been poretin with 
other cases in which taxes have been declared 
to be unconstitutional. As to the case on 
which the court below relied, namely, that the 
supreme court had held in 1872, that the tax 
on express companies was not constitutional, 
the court says: “In view of the course of de- 
cisions which have been made since that time, 
it is very certain that such an ordinance would 
now be regarded repugnant to the power con- 
ferred upon congress to regulate commerce 
among the several states. Phe’ 

After a review of a decision of earlier just- 
ices, the court sums up it opinion as follows: 

Such construction of the constitution leads to the 
conclusion that no stute has no right to lay a tax on 
interstate commerce itn any form, whether by way 
of duties laid on the transportation of subjects of 
that commerce.or on recefpts derived from that 
transportation, or on the occupation or business of 
carrying, and the reason is that such taxation 1s & 
burden on that commerce and amounts toa regula- 
tion of it which ‘belongs solely to congress, 
We may repeat what we have so often 
said before, that this exemption of interstate com- 
merce from state regulation does not prevent a state 
from taxing the property of those engaged in such 
commerce, as the property of other citizens is taxed, 
nor from regulating matters of local concern, which

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Cartersville and Its Future. 

The citizens of Cartersville are beginning 
fo agitate the great advantages of its sur- 
voundings, and have resolved to get for their 
own benefit a part of the great wealth that 
has been so generously bestowed by nature 
on that immediate section. It is surprising 
that they have not determined to pursue 
that policy long ago. They only need to 
begin with a few leading industries estab- 
lished there, to make, as will be the natural 
result, acity equal in every particular, in 
population and diversified industries, to 
Birmingham or Chattanooga. 

The healthfulness of the county is not 
excelled in America, and the resources of 
that section are wonderful to contemplate. 
If the wealth that has been taken from the 
soil, and from the mines of Bartow, since 
the Indians left in 1836, could be put in the 
shape of statistics, the exhibit would aston- 
ish the world. We doubt if there is a 
county in the south that could show such a 
record. The people of the county have, 
since the war, received but little benefit 
from this vast wealth. It has gone to en- 
gich other communities and other people. 

© Jt is a good sign, therefore, that the citizens 
of that section are fast finding out this fact.

Nine-tenths of the enormous 
cotton crop made in the south goes to en- 
sich other people. A great majority of the 
producers of-this crop only get out of it 
just what the mule that plows it gets— 
“victuals and clothes’’—and no more. So 
it is with our mines. The time has come 
when we should get rich by making avail- 
able all these resources that have been 
placed so handy to us. 

Investors, who are looking for something 
that will pay, will do well to go to Carters- 
ville before they determine to locate. A 
sharp, shrewd man with money will require 
no persuasions to induce him to buy. All 
that is necessary is for the people to make 
profit of what they have. Without doubt 
the surrounding country is the richest in 
the south in all that contributes to the 
bealth, wealth and happiness of a people. 

The citizens of Cartersville have begun 
to organize land companies and furnace 
companies.

A Useful Invention, 

A new process has been inveuted by a 
German named Herr Schultz for preserving 
fish. Experiments have been made, and it 
ie admitted that the process will preserve 
fish fresh for three or four months, and 
tause them to retain their natural flavor 
during the time. The fish so preserved 
have been tried as bait for fish, which will 
Only bite at fresh bait, and there is no dif- 
ference in the result. Epicures have tasted 
the fish so preserved, and are unable to dis- 
tinguish them from fish caught the same 
day of the test. 

The process for preserving the fish is as 
follows: The apparatus consists of a 
steel barrel about the size of a mackerel 
barrel, In this the fish are placed and cov- 
ered with fresh clean water, and into this is 
mixed an antiseptic solution, known at 
present only to Herr Schultz; then a tight- 
fitting lid is screwed on, and the air is 
forced into the interior by means of a hy- 
draulic pump until a pressure of about five 
bundred atmospheres is obtained. This 
drives the solution into the pores of the 
fish and thus preserves then, : 

This will revolutionize the fish trade, and 
it will also give our fishermen the means of 
preserving all the large fish on which they 
Rave heretofore based their big fish tales. 
_ Scientific men who have examined the 
matter carefully, say that there is no doubt 
that the invention will do what Herr 
Schultz claims for it.

Powell Clayton, who was at one time Car- 
pet-bag governor of Arkansas, is the latest 
one among republican leaders to denounce 
negro suffrage, and his position is the more 
singular, since it was by means of negro 
votes that Clayton achieved position and 
notoriety. The ex-carpet-bagger might 
with as much reason, and with more pro- 
priety, say that his grandmother had no 
business to be a woman. 

But all these things are in the direction 
of progress, The negro will surely find out 
that his true interests are the interests of 
his white friends.

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The Cotton Movement. 
The New York Financial Chronicle, in its 
weekly review of the cotton market, says 
that for the week ending last Friday the 


total receipts have reached 36,223 +bales, 
30,641 


32,603 bales last week, 
bales the previous week and 27,950 bales 
three weeks since, making the total receipts 
since the first of September, 1887, 5,292,089 
bales, against 5,147,897 bales for the same 
period of 1886-7, showing an increase since 
September 1, 1887, of 144,192 bales. 

The exports for the week reached a total 
of 50,511 bales, of which 34,944 were to 
Great Britain, 4,836 to France and 10,751 to 
the rest of the continent. The total sales 
for forward delivery for the week are 283,- 
300 bales. For immediate delivery. the 
total sales foot up this week 4,697 bales, 
including 2,906 for export, 1,641 for con- 
sumption, and 150 for speculation. 

The imports into continental ports have 
been 50,000 bales. There has been a de- 
crease of the cotton in sight of 189,271 bales, 
as compared With the same date of 1887, a 
decrease of 156,542 bales as compared with 
the corresponding date of 1886, and a de- 
crease of 85,148 bales as compared with 
1880. 

The old interior stocks have decreased 
during the week 26,272 bales and are 79,- 
824 bales more than at the same period last 
year. ‘The receipts at the same towns have 
been 8,443 bales more than the same week 
last year, and since September 1 the receipts 
at all the towns are 70,390 bales more than 
for the same time in 1886-7, 

The total receipts from the plantations 
since September 1, 1887, are 5,313,533 bales; 
in 1886-7 were 5,172, 2d% bales; in 1885-6 
were 5,297,308 bales? Ithough the re- 
ceipts at the outports the past week were 
56,225 bales, the actual movement from the 
plantations was only 9,610 bales, the bal- 
ance being taken from the stocks at the in- 
terior towns. Last year the receipts from 
the plantations for the same week were ——— 
bales and for 1886 they were 13,683 bales. 

The increase in amount in sight as com- 
pared with last year, is 431,717 bales, the 
increase as compared with 1885-6 is 377,422 
bales and the increase over 1884-5 is 1,127,- 
447 bales. 

The Chronicle says that the speculation 
in cotton for future delivery at New York 
opened the week under review with a feel- 
ing of considerable depression, due to the 
full movement of the crop, improved pros- 
pects for the next season's yield, and a fall- 
ing off in the export demand, which induced 
considerable selling to realize the late ad- 
vance. The reduction from the best prices 
of the previous week was 17 to 20 points 
for this crop and October and 8 to 11 points 
for the more distant deliveries. Late on 
Wednesday the continuance of excessive 
rains in the southwest caused more atten- 
tion to be directed to the next crop, and on 
Thursday a stronger report from Liverpool, 
in conjunction with the rapid reduction of 
American stocks, caused a smart advance, 
which, however, was not fully sustained in 
the closing transactions. 

The bureau report of a backward season, 
and the planting on the first of May show- 
ing an irregular decrease from one year ago, 
was accepted as substantially correct, and 
had little effect. Friday there was a sharp 
decline, Liverpool coming unexpectedly 
lower and the weather at the south having 
much improved, especially in Texes and 
the southwest. Cotton on the spot was less 
active early in the week. The export de- 
mand appeared to have fallen off, and on 
Wednesday quotations were reduced 1-l6c. 
On Monday sales for export in the previous 
week, to the extent of 7,411 bales, were 
made public. 

The Chronicle’s weather reports from the 
south by telegraph indicate that beneficial 
rains have fallenin almost.all sections of the 
south during the week. In some portions of 
Texas the precipitation has been heavy, 
and dry weather is needed. The outlook in 
general is now quite satisfactory, ,

These differences of opinion have increased 
the difficulty experienced by democratic mem- 
bers of the committee in dealing with amend- 
ments, and for this reason the additional time 
afforded by the extension of the general debate 
in thé house is a considerable relief to them.

The Report of the State Agricultural De- 
partiment. 

CorumsiA, 8. C., May 14.—{Special. |—The 
state department of agriculture publishes a re- 
port made up from 244 returns from all the 
counties except Georgetown, showing the con- 
dition of crops at the close of April. The area 
in cotton is slightly greater than last year’s, 
and the condition as compared with last year’s 
is rated at 87 percent. The areain corn is in- 
creased, and its condition rated at%. The 
area in rice is slightly smaller than last year’s, 
condition ‘4. Tobacco is being planted simply 
to experiment, the number of plats being the 
same as last year’s. ‘The department is co-oper- 
ating in these experiments in order, if possible, 
to add tobacco to the staple crops of the state. 
The condition of wheat is reported at ‘4 and 
oats at 92, both below last year’s estimate. Ihe 
pay of farm laborers employed by the year av- 
erages $8.50 per month, with board. This rate 
isan advance of forty-two cents per month 
over the average rate last year, The depart- 
ment notes increased interest among the farm- 
ers in its work, anda more general desire for 
information.

A SKETCH OF THE ORDER. 

The Hon. Justus H. Rathbone, founder of 
the order, gives the following account of its 
origin, its object, and so forth: 

“The mission of the Knights of Pythias is plainly 
and concisely set forth in the promulgation of prin- 
ciples issued by the supreme lodge. It is based on 
the universality of human brotherbood and imtend- 
ed wholly to exemplrfy practically the princip'es of 
friendship, charity and benevolence. It maintaines 
tolerance in religion, obedience to law and loyalty 
to the government under which we live. Its gt 
ig to uplift humanity. The bright jewel which it 

arnered are the tears of little orphans, and its en- 
avors fre toassuage the sufferings of the sick, to 
guccor the unfortunate, to bury the dead and care 
for the orphans. Its laws are reason. Its cardinal 
doctrines inspire purity of thought and better 
lives. [ts motto is peace on earth and good will to 
om’?

The order was organized in February, 1864. Wash- 
tngton Lodge No. | was the first lodge. At the for- 
mation of this lodge a ritual, which I wrote, was 
adopted. : 

Mr. Rathbone said he had often been asked how 
he bad come to write that ritual. In the summer of 
1859 he had been a resident of Eagle Harbor, Mich., 
and an amateur dramatic company was forned 
there. He was appointed stage manager, and 
among some plays which he received from New 
York was that of Damon and Pythias. On readin 
it he was struck with the idea that the play embod- 
fed an admirable foundatian for a secret society. He 
then wrote the ritual subsequently adopted by the 
order of Knights of Pythias, but kept it secret and 
aitempted to makeno use of it until 1563, when 
he was a resident of Germantown, Pa. He 
anda friend with whom he had talked about or- 

nizing a secret society were soon after sent to 
Vashington, both bei. g in the government service. 
In Washington, as stated, the order was organized 
aud its foundation laid. The growth of the order 
kad been simply phenomenal. By the latest statis- 
tics it has °,2(0 lodges, 47 grand lodges, a supreme 
lodge, and is represented in the Hawaiian islands, 
Mexico, and other foreign cvuntries. From the 
modest hevinning in February, 1864, with 
one lodge, the order Low has over 
25,°0; members. The original degrees of page. es- 
uire and knightare now known asranks. In ad- 
ion to paying weekly benelits to the sick and pro- 
Viding for watchers and care by a visiting coinmittee, 
every lodge provides a senaral fend. and in somean 
allowance ts made for the assistance of the widow 
and orphans. The uniform rank was established in 
August, 1578, and now has 18.0.0 members, distribut- 
ed among 700 to 800 divisions, and the rank had 
groved a valuable auxiliary to the order. 

On the Ist of December. 1577, the endowment 
rank was instituted, and it had been one of the 
Mo-t important adjuncis. By its instrumentality 
over $4,250,0.0 had Leen pai'd up to date to widows 
andiorphans. Its sole purpose was to supply safe 
and available insurance at cost, ata small monthly 
outlay. The speaker said he had no hesitancy in 
saying that abever opportunity for provision for 
pne’s loved ones does not exist in any order in 
the known world. Continuing, he said 
that no human sentiment was more 
Beepiy seated than that @aternity on whioh 
their noble orler was foi.nded. Chivalry also was 
aprinciple of the highest sort, and secrecy had 

ven necessary in all grand undertakings. 
ecrecy and chivalry had preWMiled from the earliest 
times to the present, Secrecy was one of the attri- 
butes of deity. Nature also was filustrative of 
secrecy. Creation is wrapped in mystery, and has 
Many secrets yet to be revealed. Who could won- 
fer that man sought to imitate it? Seerecy in- 
Preased in an increasing ratio among people of 
higher intelligence and civilization. It was neccs- 
tary in the horae, and to be happy there must be 
secrecy aud chivalry between man and woman, 
me with anoiher. It must be the. safe- 
guard at fie door of every home. Se- 
cretivencss was ingrained in our very 
Matures. It has been said that language had been 
given ty enable us to conceal our thoughts. Chiv- 
airy isas much an atiribute of the human race as 
its twin brother. It meant in its proper 
acceptation to relieve the distressed, to succor the 
weak—itis love in exercise, It was a God-like 
tribute, and an ancient philosopher had said he who 
was moit chivalrous is most God-like, Asan illus- 
Wation he alluded to the chivalry exhibited by 
Jonathan tor David. The order of the Knights of 
Pytiias had Lorrowed from the lexicon of truth and 
bistory secrecy and chivalry. In applying the prin- 
tiples of chivalry to the condition tf thines in the 
oy pena age the order had adopted them as displayed 
¥Y Damon wud Pythias. 

Continuing, Mr. Rathbone said:

The chorus contains most all the best voices 
in Atlanta, and as there was no organized so- 
ciety to form it, no regulated duties to hold it 
together, it must have been the fascinating 
music Which influenced them, and they must 
have keenly appreciated it. Not enough can 
be said in their praise to have supported this 
great enterprise. 

The instruments, last but not least, are in 
the hands of the assistant teachers in the 
college of music, who are at the same time 
en of Mr. Sternberg. Misses Leonore 
Scliumann, Louise Romare, Julia Baggett and 
Evie Sinith haye all played in public or pri- 
vate concerts before, and have hosts of ad- 
mirers. 

Looking at this large body@®f talented and 
able performers, it is evident that Mr. Stern- 
berg must be a man of ability as an organizer, 
beside his musical capacity, which places him 
among the foremost musicians of the day.

At about four o’clock this morn- 
ing it was seen that three quarters of a mil- 
lion had been killed, although over a million 
had been hatched by the. water works water.

ai:d as clerk to the recorder. This shall in no 
case conflict with their regular duties as sta- 
tionhousekeepers.

THE BUILDING 


two-story brick building, and was built in 
1873 for the wholesale grocery firm of West & 
Edwards. It was afterward -occupied by 
Tanner, Currier & Heath. The present occu- 
pants are Bain & Kirkpatrick, wholesale hard- 
ware, who occupy the storeroom at the corner 
of thealHy which lies between Decatur and 
Line streets. This firm has.the cellar beneath 
this storeroom and the story above it, occupy- 
ing the south end of the ‘building from celiar 
to garret. McDonald Bros., wholesale groecrs 
and commission men, have the large store- 
room at the corner of Line street. The whole 
of the second story, with the exception of that 
part occupiéd by Bain & Kirkpatrick, is occu- 
pied by Max Franklin, agent for Levi Cohen, 
whofesalé dealer in notions and millinery. 
THE ORIGIN OF THE FIRE 
is nOt Rnown. It started either in thé part oc- 
cupied by Mr. Franklin or in the roof directly 
above. Mz. Franklin and his bookkeeper had 
left the building more than an hour before the 
tire was discovered. They say that thera had 
been no fire in the building at any time during 
the day and they are ata loss to know how it 
could have started anywhere about their store- 
room. They incline to the idea that the build- 
ing w2é fired from the roof in the rear of the 
building. 
The department had hard work getting the 
fire under control. When Chief Joyner ar- 
rived almost the entire roof was in a blaze and 
the flames were bursting from the second story 
windows. The entire department was at once 
— and water was poured on from all 
S81aes. 
Just as the firemen had succeeded in getting 
the firé uridet good Control, 

A LOUD EXPLOSION 
causéd a g@nefal scattering among the spécta- 
tors who had filled the surrounding strcets. It 
was generally bélicved that the fire had reach- 
ed the gunpowder which Bain & Kirkpatrick 
were supposed to keep on hand, but an inves- 
tigation showed that the noise was made by 
the explosion of a fuse, such as is used in blast- 
ing. Béyond ageneral shaking all around, 
this explosion, and a similar one which fol- 
lowed a few minutes later, did no damage. 
With this explosion the fire seemed to take 
a new star and it looked very 
much asif the big building at the corner of 
Decatur and Pryor must go. In the top two 
stories of this building there is a trunk factory 
and had the fire ever caught here, the build- 
ing could net have been saved. With the 
strong wind blowing at the time, it is more 
than probable that a general conflagration 
would have resulted. judicious work, 
however, the fire was first have from s d- 
ing and was then gradually extinquished. 
Pryor and Line streets were filled with in- 
terested spectators during the two hours that 
the fire burned. 

THE Loss. 


The building is valued at $25,000, and is in- 
sured for ‘$15,000—$10,000 in the Georgia 
Home and $5,000 in the Sonthern Mutual. 
The damage to the building is estimated at 
from $10,000 to $15,000, 
Bain & Kirkpatrick carry a stock of about 
$40,000. It is impossible to tell how badly 
their stock has been damaged. The whole 
was drenched with water, and with a good 
deal of the goods this means total destruction. 
Mr. Bain said last night. that the stock was 
robably two-thirds destroyed. It is insured 
or about $22,000. The policies could not be 
obtained last night, and Mr. Kirkpatrick could 
only give the following estimate of the distri- 
bution: With Mr. Waldo, $),000—$5 000 
in the Atlanta Home, $2,000 in the 
Pleenix, and $2,000 in the Lion; 
with Mr. Bowie, $2,500; with Mr. Whituer 
$5,000; with the Pattillo agency, $2,000; with 
Perdue & Eggleston, $2,000; in the Liverpool, 
London & Globe, $2,000—a total of $22,000.

Wasnineton, May 15.—{Special.]—Repre- 
Payson, of Illinois, one of the most 
qentative lay ee ; 
conservative republicans in the h« use, was 
chairman of the late republican convention of 
nis state, returned from the west this morning, 
where he has been interesting himself in poli- 
tics in general. He said tonight: 

“There is nothing more certain than that 
Judge Gresham will receive the nominaticn at 
Chicago in June. The Gresham movement is 
developing in the west just as the Lincoin 
movement did in 1859. It is a steady and posi- 
tive growth. There is no machinery in it, and 
when the Chicago convention meets the moye- 
ment will be irresistible. Ali throug) the 
west the sentiment is felt—as powerful in Wis- 
consin, Minnesota, Iowa, Michigan, Kansas, 
and all through the west, as well 
ss in ‘Tllinois, where the convention 
declared for him, while they have indorsed 
him from their own state. There can be no 
stampede of the convention for Mr. Blaine. 
[llinois is a good state to judge by. There has 
always been a strong Blaine sentiment In the 
state. General Logan had to fight for the in- 
dorsement of Grant, the peovle were wild 
about Blaine. There is no more of this now. 
In the convention were many of the men who 
fhad been for Blaine heretofore. I talked with 
many of these; they won't have any more of 
it. About twenty or twenty-five of the dele- 
gates were formerly Blaine mea. I 
talked with them and know how 
they feel. Forty-four strong and earn- 
est men go to the convention from 
Illinois for Judge Gresham. They will not 
allow any stamped@g. I talked with seventy- 
five or a hundred Blaine men in tlie state con- 
vention, and they all agreed it could not be 
ir. Blaine this time.” 

Speaking of the state convention, he said: 

‘When that part of the resolutions was 
reached where the name of Judge Gresbain 
was recommended to the national convention, 
every hat in the hall was waved in the air and 
there was cheering and tumult such as | never 

saw before. I donot believe the reading of 
the resolutions ever was finished. There was 
nothing forced about it. The action was guided 
by the feeling, and it is a feeling that is 
strong throughout the west.” 

Mr. Payson was asked how Judge Gresham | 
would be affected by the failure of Indiana to 
indorse him instead of Mr. Harrison. 

 Tyat will not hurt him in the least. [ff 
Mr. Harrison cannot get the nomination the 
flelegation will al] go to Judge Gresham. 
Most. of the delegates, while in a way bound 
to vote for Mr. Harrison, are very friendly to 
Judge Gresham.
